Slaps at Bryan’s Patriotism, 

“ There is an illustrious Democrat who has 
had much to say about his patriotism, but 
who has got rich out of politics. I refer to 
William Jennings Bryan. 

“The men who protest most about the 
needs of the guarantees of a written consti- 
tution are the men who are most strenuously 
trying to spoil the constitution of this coun- 
try.

The method 1 the government alleges 
is this: 

The contractors ‘wa up the product of the 
creameries months in advance at a price 
fixed at K or % cent above the Chicago or, 
Elgin quotations, according to whether the 
creamery is in the Chicago or the Elgm dis- 
trict. Then they conspire through tne Chi- 
cago butter and egg board and the Elgin - 
board to secure market quotations of from 
1 to 2 cents below the actual market price 
at which they sell in Chicago. The difference 
between & and % a cent above the quotations 
and the price at which butter is selling repre- 
sents the contractors’ profit.. 


Government Suit Charges Monopoly. 

The government contends that the resuit 
of the conspiracy is to give the twenty-four 
contractors a monopoly of Chicago butter, 
so that they are able artificially to produce 
high prices for butter to the consumer while 
artificially producing low prices for them- 
selves. : 

If the government wins its suit for injunc- 
tion against the Chicago butter and ess 
board the result will be to prevent the fixing 
of a fictitious price on butter, and thus to 
prevent contractors from dealing in futures. 
Unable to contract in advance for a year's 
supply of butter, they will be unable to eon - 
trol the supply, and thus force the price to 
the consumer above that of normal supply 
and demand. 


Dealer Tells Price Manipulation. 

E. L. McAdam, a butter dealer and for- 
mer member of the Chieago butter and 
egg board, and also of the Elgin board, testi- 
fled yesterday before Master in Chancery 
Charles B. Morrison, that he had been so- 
licited to make the trip from Chicago to 
Elgin in order to help force the price of but- 
ter down.” Mr. McAdam referred to the 
„price ot butter as registered in the quo- 
tations of the Elgin and Chicago boards. 
which the government declares is from 1 to 
2 cents less than the price the contractor 
| actually sells his butter for In Chicago. 

N. G. Moore of Wilson, Moore & Mellvaine, 
cross examined the witness as repréesenta- 
tive of the Chicago butter and egg board. 

“Do you mean to say you would pay 
40 cents a pound for butter when the mar- 
| ket quotation was only 37 cents?” 

“ Cer „ Mr. McAdam answered. “I 
would pay d cents if I could sell it for 40% 
| cents. I'd pay arly price necessary for but- 
ter if I could sell at a profit.” 

“Price Basis” Governs Contracting. 

Mr. McAdam was asked how it would be 
possible for a bufter contractor to con- 
tract with a creamery for butter months in 
advance if there was no Chicago quotation. 
He replied that it would be impossible with- 
out the price basis.

not contemplated when existing laws were 
passed or existing limitations upon the pow- 
ers of government were prescribed in pur 
constitution. 

“In place of the old individual independ- 
ence of life, we have come to a high degree 
of interdependerce, in which the greater part 
of our people have to rely for all the neces- 
sities of lite upon the systematized coépera- 
tion of a vast number of other men working 
through complicated industrial and commer- 
cial machinery. Instead of the completeness 
of individual effort working out its own re- 
sults in obtaining food and clothing and 
ghelter, we have epecialization and division 
of labor which leaves each individual un- 
ble to apply his industry and intelligence 
except. in codperation with a great numer 
of others whose activity conjoined to his 
fs necessary to produce any useful result. 


Demand for a Readjustment. 

„che relations between the employer and 
the empioyed, between the owners of aggre- 
gated capital and the units of organized |’ 
labor, between the small producer, the sma.l 
trader, the consumer, and the great trans- 
porting and manufacturing and distributing 
agencies, all present new questions for the 
solution of which the old reliance upon the 
tree action of individual wills appears quite 
inadequate. And it: many directions the in- 
tervention of that.organized control which 
we call government seems necessary to pro- 
duce the same result of justice and right 
conduct which obtained through the attri- 
tion of individuals before the new conditions 
arose. 

“Such a readjustment must of necessity 
be a gradual process. It cannot be pro- 
duced at a single blow from the mind of 
any one or of any group or interest or class. 
Opinions must and will alweys differ as to 
the nature of changes which should be made 
and the extent to which they should go, and 
those differences must be settled in some 
way. There will be differences not merely 
as to what change should be brought about 
but how it should be accomplished. 


‘Process of Change Gradual. - 
att Mistakes will be made, experiements will 
be tried and will fail, and experience will sug- 
gest more adequate remedies. Il] conceived - 
achemes of legislation or amendment will be 
attempted and steps will have to be retraced. 

‘Distorted and exagégetated conceptions | 
disseminated by men of one idea or by men 
overinsistent on their own persona! interests, 
or overexcited by contemplating unhappiness 
and privation. which perhaps no law or ad- 
ministration could prevent, have to de re+ 
duced to proper proportions. Ultimately, step 
by step thréugh the ordinary’ processes of | 

self-government, the réadjustment will be 
worked out to conform to the mature, in- 
structed, considerate judgment of the self- 
governing people of the country. 

It is because in the course of this process 
of readjustment occasionally a court finds 
some new experiment in legislation or in ad- 
ministration contravenes some limitation 
upon legislative or executive power, or finds 
some crudely drawn statute is inadequate to 
produce the effect expected of it, or enforces 
some law which has unexpected results, that 
the present irritation and impatience towards 
the courts has been created. 


Duty of the Courts. 
“Tt is not the duty of our courts to be 
leaders in reform or to espouse or to en- 
force economic or social theories, or, except | 


to new social conditions. Undoubtedly every 
judge is bound to consider two separate ele- 
ments in his decision of a case: One, the 
terms of the law, and the other, the condi- 
tions of actual life to which the law is to be 
applied, and it is only by considering both 
that the law can be applied in accordance 
with its real spirit and intent. 

But the judge is still always confined 
within the narrow limits of reasonable in- 
terpretation. It is not his function or within 
his power to enlarge or improve-or change 
the law. His duty is to maintain it, to en- 
force it, whether it be good or bad, wise 
or foolish, accordant with sound or unsouné 
economic policy. It is important to have re- 
formers and advocates of all good causes 
and thoughtful and public spirited citizens 
who are keenly alive to the defects in our 
system of laws and solicitous to find means to 
cure them. But the courts are excluded, by 
virtue of the special duty imposed upon 
them, from playing any of these parts. 


Remedy in Lawmakers’ Hands. 

“When à court of last resort has saié 
the law, is thus and so, and the law as so 

declared bars the way of some popular move- 
ment, the true remedy is, not to threaten 
the court with extinction or its members with. 
punishment unless they will decide against 
their convictions; but’ it is to set the haw- 
making body in operation to change the law, 
and if a majority of the peopie wish the 
law changed it will be done. 

“If the community is not satisfied with a 
law as it is declared by the court to be, the 
thing really desirable is, not to coerce or 
reconstruct a court to say that the law is 
what it is not, but to make the law what the 

_ community wishes is to be. 
The only real obstacle to any such course 
' Tests in the fact that it frequently happens 
that the people of a state or of the country 
are not yet ready for the change which ‘zg 
desired by the impatient ones. These may 


be merely in advance of the rest of the | 


people. It may be, and doubtless it frequently 
is the case, that their views are the views 
which ought to be adopted and which will 
ultimately be adopted, but the process of 
securing the adoption of new and advanced 
ideas may be long and tedious. 

By destroying the independence and au- 
thority of the courts and the popular habit 
“of submission to their decisions we would 
lose infinitely more than we would gain. Let

They realized that 
the possession of overwhelming power af- 
fords a constant temptation to override the 
rights of the weak. Accordingly, both in the 
nation and in the state, they prescribed cer- 
tain general rules which prohibited all offi- 
cers to whom they intrusted the powers of 
government from doing cértain things, such 


abridging freedom of speech or of the press, 
prohibiting the free exercise of religion, put- 


same offense, compelling any one to be a wit- 
ness against himself ima criminal case, tak- 
ing private property for public use without 
just compensation, depriving any one of life, 
liberty, or property without due, process of | 
law. 

„It frequently happens that inconvenience 
results from the application of these rules. 
Criminals escape because they cannot be 
tried twice or cannot be compelled to testify; 
public improvements are hindered because 
property cannot be taken except by due proc- 
ess of law; the liberty of the press and of 
speech often degenerates into license, and 
many poor people are misled to their harm 
by the doctrine of strange and irrational re- 
ligious sects. > 

Bulwark of People’s Rights. 

„ Nevertheless the maintenance of these 
rules is the bulwark which protects the weak 
individual citizen in the possession of those 


cause these rules with all their inconven- 
iences, if maintained at all, must be always 
maintained, that the public officer who over- 
steps them, with however good intentionsand 
for whatever benefit to the public, becomes 
a trespasser without authority and without 
protection of the law. ; 

„ We must choose between having pre- 
scribed rules of right conduct, binding in 
every case so long as they exist, even though 
there may be occasional inconvenience 
through their restraint upon our freedom of 
action, and having no rules at ail to prevent 
us from doing in every case whatever w@ 
wish to do at the time. We cannot maintain 
one system in part and the other system in g 
part.

Urging the ratification of the proposed Nic- 
araguan and Honduran loan conventions, 
Secretary Knox made a radical departure 
from his former arguments in meir behalf, 
asse@fting as a’ responsibility incident to the 
Monroe doctrine the duty of the United 
States to assist those Central American coun- 
tries to establish tranquillity within. their 
borders through restoring their finances to 
a sound basis. 

Heretofore Secretary Knox has pointed out 
chiefly the benefits to be expected from the 
adoption of the loan conventions through 
the prevention of the annual harvest of 
revolutions’ and the increase of prosperity 
and commerce. In his speech tonight, how 
ever, he declared that it was the positive 
duty of this country to lend assistance to the 
weak republics. 


Must Aid Sister Republics. 


He traced the development of ‘the Monroe 
doctrine, asserting that it was the present 
policy of the United States under that doc- 
trine to lend a helping hand to our sister 
republice to the south to assure just deter- 
mination ot the claims of European nations 
against them. . 

The secretary pointed to the present con- 
ditions of many of the South American coun- 
tries to. show how aidgiven to them in past 
years had helped them to develop until now 
not only was the United States relieved of 
responsibility toward those countries, but 
they had become fellow sponsors with the 
United States of the Monroe doctrine as a 
panamerican idea as well as an American 
policy. 

He emphasized the increased nationa) in- 
terest in Central American affairs which 
would come in this country as a result of the 
opening of the Panama canal.

Economical Housekeeping 


The Passing Beet. 


BY JANE EDDINGTON, 

HAT shall we do about the beet? It 

seems to me high time to do some- 

thing, when a great market tells you 

it has nothing but beet in cans. Are 

people eating but very little of this 
vegetable, which used to be as much one of 
the winter cellar’s supplies as turnips and po- 
tatoes? 

What should we do in apple blossom time 
with no beets if we happened to want to give 
an apple blossom luncheon—no beets for our 
soup! The Japanese celebrate apple blossom 
time while it is yet winter with us, and if we 
should want to have a Japanese luncheon in 
the Japanese blossom season we should need 
the beet for some o our imitations, 

But this is. light talk. Really, we need the 
beet for common every day uses. It is very 
good. It is not, to be sure, as adaptable a 
vegetable as its real charms would suggest, 
but this may be because these have not been 
duly exploited. We do not know now versa- 
tile a vegetable it might become if all its 
possibilities were developed. , 

= 

Up to a few years ago the beet was used 
mainly for an any day pickle. It is one of the 
few ings which we have of which we can 
make a temporary pickle. This is a very 
agreeable winter pickle, which the thrifty 
have on hand, for it may be so put up as to 
keep well for a considerable time, It never 
seems to go very far, but it is less expensive 
and less trouble to make than most other 
pickles. 

A step was taken in the wider use of the 
beet when people began to eat it plain, but- 
tered, or with a salad dressing. Nothing is 
better than a French dressing for the beet. 
And then there are sour sauces, hardly more 
than a white sauce made of water and a little 
vinegar, other flavorings or seasonings being 
added to taste. Lemon juice may be used in- 
stead of the vinegar, and some people like 
this with the plain, buttered beets, 

Diced and sauted in butter, salt, and pepper, 
beets are excellent, They must be served very 
hot. They contain a great deal of sugar, but 
they may often be improved when cooked in 
this way by sprinkling sugar over them. 5 

— * 

A boiled dinner hash, made of a cup of po- 
tatoes, a cup of beets, half a cup each of cab- 
bage and perhaps so cabbage all chopped 
together and warmed, up in a very little of the 
cake of grease from th top of the kettle in 
which the boiled dinner is cooked, or in other 
dripping, may be very good, quite delicious, 
when well seasoned and browned, . The beet 
is what gives this hash its most delightful 
character. 


Cream of Beet Soup.If we want a very ele- 


gant soup we use pure or thinned cream for 
the foundation, This is not quite so extrava- 
gant as it sounds, for such rich soups should 
always be served in cups, with whipped 
cream on top, and a very little cream goes a 
long way and makes a good deal of show 
when it is whipped. For the less expensive 
soup we use as white sauce. Stew chopped 
beets until they are tender, and add them hot 
to the cream or sauce; then season and strain 
before serving. 
— 


Steamed Beets.—Beets may be cooked in this 
way in about the same time that i kes oe 
boil them, and this method is a happy co 
promise between baking and boiling them. To 
bake them is not a very economical method 
when the work must be done by gas, yet by 
this method they retain every bit of their 
sweetnesg and delicate flavor. It is best to 
use a little water in the pan when baking 
them, so they are thus partly steamed. Uniess 
they are covered by another pan, in which 
case the steaming process is more complete, 
they will need to be turned frequntly, but not 
with a fork, for this makes them bleed, 
pancake turner is the best thing to use.

TAX FERRETS TAX EATERS. 
Stevens Point, Wis., Jan: 18.— [Editor of 
he Tribune. -I have always considered my- 
self a progressive Republican and have al- 
ways supported Senator La Follette in his 
many campaigns. Nevertheless I would like 
exceedingly to hear his explanation of the 
present situation in Wisconsin in regard to 
taxes. During the last ten years Wisconsin 
increased in population something like 12 per 
cent; during the same period taxes increased 
about 125 per dent. The exact figures are as 
follaws: Expended from the general fund for 
the year ending June 80, 1901, 62,882, 688. 88; 
for the year ending June 30, 1910 (the latest 
availiable official figures), $6,434,087.06. 

This increase ts partly aceounted for by 
the cost ef the commissions appointed to 
enforce the laws. These commissioners are 


always highly paid and with the host of other 


officials which has come into existence dur- 
ing the last few years are rapidly bankrupting 
the state, but their services are invaluable 
during primary election campaigns. 

I believe I gm a progressive Republican and 
am heartily in sympathy with many of the 
laws passed in Wisconsin during the lest few 
years, but notwithstanding this I can see that 
capital is beihg driven from the state be- 
cause of excessive taxation and unless there 
is some relief in the near future the conse- 
quences cannot fall to be very serious to those 
of us who are so situated that we cannot dis- 
pose of our property and leave the state.
